The governor continued to 
protect Michigan’s frontline 
workers in grocery 
stores, pharmacies and long- 
term care facilities by signing 
Executive Orders 2020-168 and 
2020-169.

The science behind home canning 


What does “research- 
based” or “research-tested” 
really mean? Imagine re- 
searchers in white lab coats 
working over hot stoves, fill- 
ing jar after jar with test 
recipe jams and salsas. It 
may sound funny, but can- 
ning recipes really are devel- 
oped in lab-like situations set 
up like a home kitchen with 
researchers at the helm. The 
product needs to taste deli- 
cious but also be safe to eat. 

When a new recipe is being 
developed, one of the main 
traits being studied is the pH 
of the product. pH is a meas- 
ure of the acidity or alkalin- 
ity of a substance. Lemons, 
tomatoes and berries are 
considered acid foods and 
have a pH of less than 4.6 
(the scale goes from 1 to 14, 7 
being neutral). Foods like 
squash, beans and meat are 
low acid foods with a pH 
greater than 4.6. 

The reason pH is impor- 
tant is because of the bacte- 
ria Clostridium botulinum, 
which is a common microor- 
ganism that produces a 
deadly toxin known as botu- 
lism. In high acid foods, the 
C. botulinum spores will not 
germinate and thus cannot 
produce the toxin. These 
foods can be canned in boil- 
ing water through a process 
called hot water bath can- 
ning. 

Low acid foods, however, 
need a different type of pro- 
cessing due to the possibility 
of C. botulinum growth. The 
spores are destroyed at tem- 
peratures of 240 degrees 
Fahrenheit or above for spe- 
cific periods of time. Since 
that temperature is above the 
boiling point (212 F at sea 
level), pressure canning is 
the method needed to reduce 
the likelihood of botulism 
toxin. Some foods like toma- 
toes are close to the border- 
line pH of 4.6, so acid is 
added to them (in the form of 
lemon juice or citric acid) so 
they can safely be canned in 
boiling water. 

What does any of this have 
to do with using your own 
recipe or a recipe passed 
down from your great grand- 


mother or a recipe you find 
online? Many people have 
created canning recipes and 
even published them in popu- 
lar books throughout the 
world without ever measur- 
ing the pH of their product. 
Botulism can’t be seen, 
smelled or tasted, so the best 
way to prevent food poison- 
ing is to only use recipes that 
have been rigorously tested 
by reliable sources and have 
a known pH. 

In addition to pH, the pro- 
cessing time is extremely im- 
portant to the safety of the 
finished product. Processing 
times for canning are based 
on the density of the product 
and how long it takes to heat 
that product to the proper 
temperature throughout the 
entire jar. Home canners 
most likely don’t have access 
to the high-tech equipment to 
perform those measure- 
ments and thus don’t know 
with any certainty that their 
own recipe has been thor- 
oughly processed.

READER ENGAGEMENT 


When watching television 
or surfing the web, people 
often multitask, meaning 
they divide their attention.

Chicago men were 
stranded in rough 
waters 


Two stranded men from 
Chicago repeatedly ex- 
pressed their gratitude to 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources Conserva- 
tion Officer Todd Sumbera 
after he rescued them from 
rough water near Drum- 
mond Island Friday after- 
noon. 

Sumbera was conducting 
marine patrol offshore in

As Sumbera approached, 
he identified himself as a 
conservation officer there to 
help. The younger of the two, 
a 41-year-old man who didn't 
know how to swim, was pan- 
icked and exhausted, saying, 
“Thank God.” Both men 
were improperly wearing 
torn life jackets and had been 
in the water for about 10 min- 
utes.

safely returned the men to 
shore in what could have 
been a much worse situation 
had the men not been wear- 
ing life jackets,” said Chief 
Gary Hagler, DNR Law En- 
forcement Division. “This is 
an example of how wearing a 
life jacket can save a life.” 

After Sumbera helped the 
men onto his patrol vessel, he 
determined both to be in sta- 
ble condition. 

The older man, 64, told 
Sumbera that they had never 
operated a personal water- 
craft before and the high 
winds and rough water 
“swamped them extremely 
fast” when they put the wa- 
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tercraft in reverse. 

Sumbera towed the water- 
logged watercraft back to the 
Drummond Island Yacht 
Haven and returned the two 
men to shore. He advised the 
men to obtain and use prop- 
erly fitting, well-maintained 
life jackets before their next 
next adventure. 

There have been several 
drownings and near-drown- 
ings in Michigan this sum- 
mer. If your plans include 
time on the water, please 
refer to the DNR website for 
important tips on boating 
and Great Lakes beach 
safety.

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DNR FISHING TIP 


The basics 
of using 
cownrigaers 


Are you familiar with 
using downriggers? This 
tool, which places a lure at 
the desired depth, is ideal 
when fishing the Great 
Lakes as it allows for con- 
trolled-depth fishing and 
targeting species suspended 
in the water column. 

Three things to keep in 
mind if you’re considering 
using a downrigger: 

. Manual vs. electric 

Making a choice between 
manual and electric de- 
pends on how much you 
want to spend, how often 
you fish and how big your 
boat is. Manual downriggers 
are less expensive than elec- 
tric but require more work 
on the part of the angler. 

. Cannonballs 

This is the weight lowered 
by the downrigger that is at- 
tached to your lure. These 
weights usually range from 
4 to 14 pounds, so make your 
selection based on how deep 
you intend to fish (the 
deeper you go, the more 
weight you need). 

. Leads 

This is the amount of line 
between your cannonball 
and your lure. It also deter- 
mines how your lure acts in 
the water. The deeper you 
fish, the shorter the lead 
needs to be.

DNR tips for 
identifying 
Michigan 
snakes 


If it rattles, it 
might be the east- 
ern massasauga! 


While you’re enjoying 
the outdoors, don’t be sur- 
prised to spot one of Michi- 
gan’s resident snakes. They 
can be found in just about 
every habitat type: forests, 
grasslands, wetlands, farm- 
lands and cities. 

Snakes play an impor- 
tant role in ecosystem 
health by keeping rodent 
numbers in check and, in 
turn, feeding larger preda- 
tors like hawks and owls. 

Michigan is home to 18 
different species of snakes, 
17 of which are harmless to 
humans. While most 
snakes here aren’t danger- 
ous, there is one venomous 
species found in the state — 
the eastern massasauga 
rattlesnake, a threatened 
species that is rarely en- 
countered. 

As the name implies, the 
massasauga rattlesnake 
has a segmented rattle on 
its tail. Keep in mind that 
other snakes in Michigan 
(those without segmented 
rattles) also will buzz or vi- 
brate their tails if ap- 
proached. 

If you do see a snake, it's 
best to leave it alone and 
give it the opportunity to 
slither away — you likely 
won't see that snake again. 

Learn tips and features 
to look for to identify 
Michigan snake species 
with the DNR's “60-Second 
Snakes” video series or by 
visiting 
Michigan.gov/ Wildlife. 

You can help monitor 
reptile and amphibian pop- 
ulations in Michigan by re- 
porting your sightings of 
snakes, turtles, lizards, 
salamanders, frogs and 
toads to our Herp Atlas 
database.

BACK T0 SCHOOL FOR 


BY MARK UYL, MHSAA

Since March 12, our world 
has been anything but nor- 
mal. These times have tested 
most everything in life, and 
as summer turns toward fall, 
we find ourselves still with 
far more questions than an- 
swers. It has been said that 
an abnormal reaction to an 
abnormal situation is normal 
behavior. 

Let me start with these ab- 
normal times. I’ve had many 
conversations with adminis- 
trators over the past month 
about the start of school and 
school sports. The one con- 
stant theme is these are any- 
thing but normal times. 
Many of these conversations 
have moved to the issue of 
schools starting the academic 
year virtually while consider- 
ing whether or not to offer 
school sports opportunities 
this fall. Let me share the 
things that have been part of 
almost all conversations on 
this topic. 


The loudest message I hear 
is kids are going to be playing 
sports this fall someplace. Pe- 
riod. If we believe that kids 
are going to take the fall off if 
school sports aren’t offered, 
we haven’t been paying much 
attention since May. Since 
that time, athletic activity 
has taken place in the club, 
travel, AAU and non-school 
space nearly every day. From 
first-hand experience, many 
of these events have imple- 
mented ZERO of the safety 
standards and protocols that 
businesses and schools have 
adopted for their plans of re- 
turn. The non-school world 
generally has plowed ahead 
this summer with few-to-no 
rules, regulations, enforce- 
ment, oversight and account- 
ability to anyone. If kids are 
going to be playing sports, 
our member schools are 
telling us that activity needs 
to be in the safest environ- 
ment possible —which is with 
professional educators and 
trained coaches in our school 
sports world. 

Schools are quick to point 


out that kids have been con- 
ditioning and training with 
school coaches in school- 
sponsored workouts most of 
the summer. We believe that 
the absence of virus out- 
breaks among our 749 high 
schools’ summer activities, 
involving thousands of kids, 
has been because schools 
have been following the re- 
turn-to-activity plans. Dis- 
tricts have told us they can 
continue doing what they’ve 
been doing safely since June 
by following all COVID guid- 
ance and regulations we have 
put in place with govern- 
ment’s leadership and part- 
nership. 

Schools starting the year 
virtually are telling us they 
will use the lessons learned 
from the start of sports for 
when students return to cam- 
pus later in the fall. School 
administrators have shared 
this view privately as this has 
become a highly-charged 
topic among various groups 
within our school communi- 
ties. Sports allow schools to 
bring students back to cam-

pus in small, consistent and 
defined groups with the same 
adults working with those 
students each day. In school 
sports, there is little mixing 
of students from one sport 
with those students in an- 
other —making it much easier 
to monitor, track and trace 
kids when needed than if all 
students were in the build- 
ings, hallways and class- 
rooms all day. We hear from 
administrators that valuable 
lessons can be learned with 
athletics in August and Sep- 
tember for a successful 
school start-up with students 
back on campus in October. 
All of us share the funda- 
mental belief that we must 
protect the health and safety 
of individuals first. This 
doesn’t include only COVID 
prevention measures, but 
also the mental health of 
teenage students and adults 
as well. In districts that are 
starting the school year on- 
line, they see athletics being 
the one shred of normalcy 
students, and staff members 
who choose to coach, will

have during the fall. It’s a 
chance to safely interact with 
peers and get needed physical 
activity that hasn’t been hap- 
pening for some kids since 
March. Health and safety has 
to include all facets of the in- 
dividual, and more research 
is being shared each day 
about how mental health is 
becoming a critical issue. For 
many at-risk kids, sports is 
the one motivating factor to 
keep them in school and pro- 
gressing toward graduation. 
Given the challenges of all 
online education for these at- 
risk kids, sports and the daily 
routine they bring perhaps 
would be more important for 
this group of students than 
ever before. 

With no school sports, the 
affluent communities and 
families can navigate online 
learning during the day and 
then afford the non-school 
athletic opportunities that 
kids and families in less-afflu- 
ent areas simply cannot. In 
many communities, school 
sports can provide opportuni- 
ties and open doors that

would not appear if kids be- 
come priced-out from partici- 
pating and competing. 

The past five months have 
been the most abnormal in a 
century. School sports being 
the one pathway back to 
school for students in our 
state -the one norm for this 
fall—run by professional edu- 
cators who put kids first, 
would be an incredible boost 
to the physical and mental 
health of all of us. We believe 
that school sports can be 
done safely and smartly, and 
the MHSAA has developed 
plans that do just that. While 
the optics of sports taking 
place while waiting for in- 
person education is not what 
any of us prefer, we believe 
we must react to these abnor- 
mal times by thinking differ- 
ently and looking at these 
unique times through a 
unique lens. 

Trying to find one normal 
for our kids in these abnor- 
mal school days might just be 
the best thing we can do.

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Charlevoix Participates in National Stepping Up Initiative 


Charlevoix County is par- 
ticipating in the national 
Stepping Up initiative to re- 
duce the number of people 
with mental illnesses in the 
jail and improve outcomes 
for the county’s most vulner- 
able residents. 

It is estimated that 2 mil- 
lion people with serious 
mental illnesses are booked 
into jail each year, with peo- 
ple with serious mental ill- 
ness represented in jails at 
rates three to six times 
higher than for the general 
population. In Charlevoix 
County, the proportion of 
people with behavioral 
health issues in the jail could 
be as high as 25% at any 
given time and those with 
substance misuse could be 
as high as 60%. 

Numerous issues face indi- 
viduals with mental ill- 
nesses, particularly those 
who are involved in or at 


risk of becoming involved in 
the criminal justice system, 
with negative impacts for all 
those who are involved as 
well as society in general. 
Adults with mental illnesses 
tend to stay longer in jail and 
upon release are at a higher 
rate of recidivism than peo- 
ple without these disorders. 
Without appropriate treat- 
ment and services, people 
with mental illnesses con- 
tinue to cycle through the 
criminal justice system, 
often resulting in tragic out- 
comes for these individuals 
and their families. 
Charlevoix County Com- 
missioner Nancy Ferguson 
said, “The Charlevoix 
County Diversion Council’s 
Stepping Up Program recog- 
nizes the need for ongoing 
evaluation and treatment for 
people with mental health 
and substance abuse issues. 
Low-end offenders currently

require too much time and 
space in our correction facil- 
ities. We need to address and 
correct the root issues caus- 
ing these problems so people 
can remain in their 

homes. In order to lower re- 
cidivism rates, we need to di- 
vert them from jails and 
Instead address their treat- 
ment, therapy, counseling, 
and housing needs.” 

To make this vision reality 
in Charlevoix County, the 
County Board of Commis- 
sioners passed a resolution 
to join Stepping Up on Sep- 
tember 23, 2015 and formed 
the Charlevoix County Di- 
version Council (CCDC). The 
CCDC brings together lead- 
ers from key entities in the 
community who work with 
individuals with mental ill- 
ness and/or substance use 
disorders who have been, or 
are at risk of, or are cur- 
rently in the Charlevoix 


\ 


County jail. The full group 
and four subcommittees 
meet monthly and includes a 
broad group comprised of 
representatives from the 
courts, law enforcement, jail, 
Community Mental Health, 
Dispatch, EMS, hospitals, 
County Commissioners, and 
more. 

Christine Gebhard, Chair 
of the CCDC Executive Com- 
mittee, explained that the 
purpose is to identify and di- 
vert individuals with mental 
health and/or substance use 
disorders from the criminal/ 
legal system into appropri- 
ate treatment and/or serv- 
ices. “We do this by working 
together with law enforce- 
ment, county government, 
physical and mental health 
care providers and other 
community services,” said 
Gebhard. 

“Specifically, we have four 
desired outcomes which are 
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Cars, ATV’s, Motorhome, Mopeds,

tional Stepping Up Initiative. 
These are to: 1) Decrease the 
number of people with men- 
tal illness or co-occurring 
disorder booked into the 
Charlevoix County jail; 2) 
Shorten the length of stay in 
jail for people with mental 
illness or co-occurring disor- 
der; 3) Increase the number 
of people connected to treat- 
ment in the jail and in the 
community; and 4) Decrease 
recidivism rates of persons 
with mental illness or co-oc- 
curring disorder.” 

Other members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee include 
Judge Joe Hayes (District 
Court), Alan Telgenhof 
(Prosecutor), Nancy Fergu- 
son (County Commissioner), 
and Sheriff Chuck Vondra. 

Allen Telgenhof, 
Charlevoix County Prosecut- 
ing Attorney, said, “I am ex- 
cited about the work of the 
Charlevoix County Diversion 
Council and proud to bea 
part of it. A large percentage 
of the people in jails suffer 
from mental illness and sub- 
stance abuse and jail is not 
the best place for them to ad- 
dress these issues. The Di- 
version Council is exploring 
ways to get people the help 
they need while keeping our 
community safe.” 

“Charlevoix County is 
proud of the progress we 
have been making toward 
implementing innovative so- 
lutions to the number of peo- 
ple with mental illnesses in 
our jail,” said Sheriff Chuck 
Vondra. “Our CCDC Strate- 
gies Committee is currently 
looking at five promising 
practices which may be ap- 
plied in Charlevoix County. 
Development of our work- 
plan is underway and will in- 
clude individual planning 
and multiple pathways to en- 
sure success. “ 

Stepping Up is a national 
initiative to reduce the num- 
ber of people with mental ill- 
nesses in jails. Led by the 
National Association of 
Counties, the American Psy- 
chiatric Association Founda- 
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tion and The Council of 
State Governments Justice 
Center, Stepping Up provides 
counties with a framework 
and tools for creating a col- 
laborative, system-wide plan 
to reduce the number of peo- 
ple with mental illnesses in 
the county jail in ways that 
not only improve public 
safety but promote positive 
outcomes for individuals 
with mental illnesses, their 
families and their communi- 
ties. 

More than 475 counties 
across the country have 
passed a resolution or 
proclamation to join Step- 
ping Up. 

“Charlevoix County joined 
Stepping Up to show its com- 
mitment to working collabo- 
ratively across systems to 
change the way law enforce- 
ment and other county agen- 
cies respond to people 
experiencing mental health 
crises,” said Gebhard.
